From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  past  23  years 
the  nu.iber  of  persons  per  dwelling  has  been  reduced  from  3.29  persons  to 
2.78  persons. 


Of  the  applicants  for  council  houses  only  26  have  insufficient 
bedroom  accoim  adation  the  other  171  applicants  have  sufficient  bedroom 
acconmodatior ,  the  majority  of  these  applicants  do  not  necessarily  want 
a  Council  horse  but  desire  modern  amenities  .—  bath,  hot  water  and  indoor 
sanitation. 
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During  the  year  the  Council  purchased  11  houses,  9  through  and 

2  baok  to  be.de  and  are  new  in  the  process  of  modernising  these 
houses  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949* 

These  houses  are  over  100  years  old  and  are  of  solid  stone 
construction  in  sound  condition. 

They  were  •  original. ly  hack  to  back  and  wore  broken  through  in 

1936. 

The  accommodation  comprises  of  4  bedrooms,  2  living  rooms, 
kitchen  and  store  room  in  8  houses,  2  bedrooms  and  2  living  rooms 
in  one  house  and  3  bedrooms,  living  room  and  kitchen  in  the  2  back 
to  back  houses.  ..  .

In  the  two  bedroom  house  it  is  intended  to  install  bathroom 
and  to  convert  the  tiro  back  to  back  houses  into  flats,  the  ground 
floor, flat  to  have  a  living  room,  kitchen,  bedroom  and  bathroom, 
the  first  floor  flat  to,  have  3  bedrooms,  living  room,  kitchen  and 
bathroom.  “

It  is  hoped  that  when  these  houses  are  completed  it  will  be  an 
example  for  other  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the  Improvement  Grant 
and  modernise  other  houses  in  the  district, 

‘  Prior  to  tile  derationing  of  moat  in  July  discussions  were  held 
with  the  butchers  of  the  district,  also  a  meeting  was  held  with 
represented ives  of  other-  districts  and  with  members  of  the  Rochdale 
Corporation.  ,  ,  ,  ... 

It  \as  -found  necessary-  to  reopen  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district,  accordingly  after  work  had  beencarried  out  to  bring  the 
premises  into  proper  state  of  repair,  four  slaughter houses  were 
licensed  end  are  now  in  operation. 

In  an  endeavour  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water  supply  the 
Rochdale  Corporation  laid  a  trunk  main  from  Hatergrove  Reservoir  to 
enable  the'  district  to  be  supplied  fra  a  this  reservoir  instead  of 
"Garland  Reservoir. 

Since  water  has  been  sullied  from  Hater  grove  there  has 

been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  quality,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this 
improvement  will  continue. 

On  October  1st  the  district  was  included  in  a  "Specified  Area" 
and  from  this  date,  only  designated  milk  is  .allowed  to  be  sold.

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  were  satisfactory. 


Of  the  3,133  houses  of  the  district  2,941-  are  supplied  from  the 
mains.  The  houses  not  receiving  mains  water  are  those  scattered 
throughout  the  district  where  a  water  main  is  not  available,  and  are 
farms,  farm  cottages  and  small  hamlets.
